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Injection 
well bill 
debated

A bill that would ban com- 
mercial hazardous liquid in- 
jection wells throughout 
Michigan was debated last 
Tuesday before the Michigan 
House Conservation, Recre- 
ation and Great Lakes Commit- 
tee. 

The bill sponsor, Rep. Greg 
Pitoniak (D-Taylor), said Fri- 
day that the bill, which could 
seriously impact the pending 
injection well in Romulus, 
probably will be discussed 
with the state Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) be- 
fore any further action is taken 
by the committee. 

The bill would not have any 
impact on the Environmental 
Disposal Service (EDS) plans 
for the non-hazardous well, 
which already has gotten DNR 
permits and has been con- 
structed. But it would block (if 
the bill is approved) any addi- 
tional hazardous well plan. 

In the meantime, the city of 
Romulus is awaiting a deci- 
sion from Wayne County Cir- 
cuit Court Judge Claudia 
House Morcom on injection 
well issues. 

Pitoniak said one of the key 
issues that the committee 
needs to discuss is the possible 
loss of federal funding if com- 
mercial injection wells are 
outlawed in the state. 

Discussions may also lead to 
modification of his bill, 
Pitoniak said, resulting in re- 
strictions of the site locations 
of any future wells. 

“House Bill 5276 is the re- 
sult of serious concerns I and 
many of my constituents have 
regarding the public health 
and environmental risks asso- 
ciated with the Romulus injec- 
tion well recently constructed 
by EDS,” Pitoniak said. 

“Michigan industry is cur- 
rently disposing of hazardous 
wastes by other means, why 
must we now create another 
option?” he said. 

Pitoniak said he also was 
concerned about foreign haz- 
ardous waste flowing into the 
Romulus well. 

Both Mayor Beverly 
McAnally, Debbie Romak of 
Romulus Environmentalists 
Caring About People (RECAP) 
and Vince Schager, EDS pro- 
ject manager, were among the 
speakers before the committee 
members.

Environmental millage 
loss disappoints mayor

The city of Romulus and 
anti-injection well activists 
suffered a major 2-1 loss Mon- 
day, as voters rejected a one 
mill tax proposal that would 
have given the McAnally ad- 
ministraton up to $500,000 a 
year for five years to fight se- 
rious environmental prob- 
lems. 

Mayor Beverly McAnally 
spoke out emotionally on the 
loss as the final votes were 
counted at the temporary City 
Hall, claiming that “if we did 
what our opponents did, we 
would have been tried for mal- 
feasance.” 

McAnally, flanked by City 
Attorney Barry Seifman, said 
she didn’t know where the city 
would go from here in its bat- 
tle with Environmental Dis- 
posal Systems, owners of a 
non-hazardous liquid injec- 
tion well in Romulus. 

The city has gained a tempo- 
rary injunction blocking EDS 


from operating the planned 
well or from adding a haz- 
ardous liquid injection well to 
the Wahrman Road site. 

Both sides are still awaiting 
a decision from Wayne County 
District Court Judge Claudia 
House Morcom on local well 
issues. 

The mayor, admittedly dis- 
appointed by the voters 
2,167 929 rejection of the envi- 
ronmental millage, said she 
was most disappointed for the 
citizens who helped fight the 
losing battle. 

Only two Councilmen Bill 
Wadsworth and Randy Gear 
were seen at City Hall as the 
returns were counted. Council- 
man Mike Prybyla arrived 
shortly after the count was fin- 
ished. 

On the winning side, Dou- 
glas Wicklund, EDS president, 
offered a prepared statement 
over the phone. “We congratu- 
late the citizens of Romulus 
for participating in this impor- 
tant issue. 

“We took a significant stand 


because we had a substantial 
stake in its outcome,” Wick- 
lund said. 

“We can only hope that the 
Mayor and Council will act re- 
sponsibly to this mandate from 
the people of Romulus,” the 
EDS chief concluded. 

Wicklund expressed great 
pleasure that the “Vote No” 
forces captured 16 of the 17 
voting precincts. The “Vote 
Yes” forces made up of 
McAnally, four council mem- 
bers and Romulus Environ- 
mentalists Caring About 
People (RECAP) citizens 
group won only the fifth pre- 
cinct by a 101-79 vote. 

The “Vote Yes” group came 
close in the third precinct, 26 
yes to 55 no; eighth precinct, 41 
yes to 63 no; and the 13th pre- 
cinct, 50 yes to 58 no. 

Others were “Vote No” run- 
aways such as the second pre- 
cinct, 69 yes to 161 no; 12th 
precinct, 76 yes to 179 no, and 
15th precinct, 24 yes to 143 no. 


School incumbents defeated

Two first-time Romulus 
Community School Board can- 
didates hugged each other as 
they were told they had just 
won the quiet battle against a 
pair of 12-year board veterans 
Monday night. 

The winners, Judie Gondek 
and Julie Oleszkowicz, 
stressed they felt the voters 
were not rejecting incumbents 
Edward Wilkerson and Mary 
King, “they were just saying it’s 
time for a change.”

Ex-Wayne County coach ignites men’s movement

Look out America, the men’s 
movement, laughed at by men 
and women alike in the 1980s, 
has gained a spiritual fire that 
is spreading across the U.S. 
despite limited media public- 
ity. 

Ironically, the spiritual re- 
vival known as “Promise 
Keepers” was ignited by a for- 
mer Wayne County area gym 
teacher Bill McCartney in 1990 
and currently is filling massive 
professional sports arenas in 
record numbers. 

Promise Keepers is a Christ- 
centered ministry geared to 
strengthening families, reviv- 
ing men’s spiritual leadership 
in their churches and elim- 
inating racial barriers. Mc- 
Cartney currently is head 


football coach at Colorado 
University. 

As Christian men from 
Wayne and Romulus learned 
several weeks ago at the Hoo- 
sier Dome in Indianapolis, 
Ind., the “Promise Keepers” 
religious outings began in 1990 
at a Colorado gathering that 
drew a scant 72 men. 

But from that inauspicious 
beginning, the men’s spiritual 
outings have mushroomed to 
the point that they will total 
more than a quarter million 
this year. Promise Keepers 
hope to have one million men 
in Washington D.C. by 1998. 

Bernard McGrane, a 70- 
year-old member of St. Mary’s 
Church of Wayne, attended the 
1994 Hoosier Dome outing and 
returned stating the experi- 
ence was “exhilarating.” Rai 
sing a family of eight children 


since World War II was tough, 
he admitted, but he felt “revi- 
talized at the Promise Keepers 
outing. 

“I felt it released a latent 
desire for decency among the 
throng and even gave me some 
new insights into myself,” 
McGrane said. 

McGrane attended the two- 
day revival with seven family 
members, including his son, 
Matt, a member of the Commu- 
nity United Methodist Church 
of Romulus. 

The younger McGrane said 
he had “no idea” the weekend 
event would be so powerful. “It 
just blows your mind to be 
able to praise God with your 
family and 62,000 other Chris- 
tian men from many other 
states.” 

He also was amazed that 
more than 30.000 men’s ticket 


requests were mailed back be- 
cause of a lack of seats. 

McGrane was so inspired by 
the speakers, prayers and uni- 
fied men’s singing that he 
hopes to either become a 
“point man" for his church or 
an ambassador for the Prom- 
ise Keepers organization it- 
self. 

The Rev. David Dahlberg, 
new pastor of the Wayne 
Wesleyan Church on Venoy 
Road, also was overwhelmed 
by the joint experience he 
shared with seven in his con- 
gregation. 

Dahlberg has decided to 
strike while the spirit is high 
and is forming a special men’s 
group made up of revival par- 
ticipants and other church 
men. 

He is calling the group 
“David’s Mighty Men.” The 


group is named after the 
shepherd-author of the Bibli- 
cal Psalms, not the local pas- 
tor. 

Dahlberg’s youth leader, 
Scott McNett, found it “awe- 
some that no fighting or dis- 
agreements took place” at the 
revival and that, “You could 
leave your Bible or other per- 
sonal possessions on your seat 
and leave without the fear of 
them being stolen.” 

Dennis Ammerman, Michi- 
gan state director of the Prom- 
ise Keepers effort, said there 
are great hopes that such a re- 
vival session can be planned at 
the Silverdome in two years. 

“We are checking the feed- 
back of 15, OCX) Michigan Chris- 
tian men, who either attended 
the Indianapolis or Boulder, 
Colo, outings.”

A framed prayer in the of- 
fice of Martha Brown has a 
special meaning for the Be- 
lleville grief counselor. 

“When my brother died, my 
sister-in-law gave each family 
member a special memento, 
and I received the framed 
Prayer of St. Francis.” said 
Brown. “When 1 opened the 
Brown Family Center this 
spring. 1 decided that the pic- 
ture would be the focal point 
of my office. I used the colors 
in the picture - blues, mauves 
and pinks - in the office decor.” 

Brown said the soft, warm 
colors create a peaceful, com- 
forting atmosphere, and make 
her clients feel more 
comfortable. 

“The colors lend a homey 
touch,” she said. 

Brown, the wife of funeral 
director David Brown, credits 
her long association with her 
husband’s profession with pro 
viding her with insights into 
the grieving process. 

“I also draw on my own ex- 
periences. My mother died 


when I was 15 and my father 
died when I was 18. 1 know how 
I felt, and it helps me to under- 
stand how others feel when 
they have had a loss,” she said. 
"At that time, I had no one to 
talk to. No one that I felt really 
understood what I was going 
through." 

Six years ago, Martha 
Brown decided that she would 
like to help people through 
their grieving as a social 
worker. 

“After I was out of school for 
17 years, I decided to go to col- 
lege and my brother, as well as 
other family members, encour- 
aged me,” she said. 

Brown attended Wayne 
County Community College for 
two years and then attended 


Eastern Michigan University 
on a part-time basis for four 
additional years until she re- 
ceived her bachelor’s degree 
in social work. 

“Brow'll Family Center is 
funded by the David Brown 
Funeral Home as a service to 
those going through the grief 
process,” she said. “Although 
most of my clients are refer- 
rals from the funeral home, 1 
do not turn doum others w'ho 
need help. I have a group that 
meets twice a month, and I see 
some clients individually.” 

Brown said the grieving pro- 
cess takes between six weeks 
and three years, and is differ- 
ent for everyone. 

“People need a place to 
come to express their grief. 
They don’t want their feelings 


to be ignored or to be told, ‘get 
on with your life,’” Brown said. 
“They u'ant confidentiality, 
and they want to deal with 
someone that they can be hon- 
est and comfortable with.” 

Brow'n said the Family Cen- 
ter is separate from the fu- 
neral home, because it is 
sometimes difficult for people 
to return to the funeral home 
after the services are over. 

“People need to talk about 
their loved ones, because they 
are afraid that if they don’t 
talk about the person, they will 
forget - and, they don’t want to 
forget,” Brown said. “It is OK 
to cry, and it is OK not to cry. 

“At a memorial service for 
my brother, some of his male 
colleagues cried when they 
talked about him, and that is 
OK, not a sign of weakness,” 
the counselor said. “It is better 
to let those feeling out than to 
keep them inside. Today, I 
think we recognize that it is 
not unmanly for a man to ex- 
press his grief by crying.” 

Editor's note: In the next edi- 
tion, Brown will offer sugges 
tions on how to help the bereaved 
and what to, and not to, say. 


Murder charges 
to be discussed

A June 17 motion for discus- 
sion has been scheduled for a 
Wayne man charged with 
second-degree murder before 
Detroit Wayne County Re- 
corder’s Court Judge Ger- 
aldine Ford. 

Arlie Brandenburg was ar- 
rested by Wayne police for al- 
legedly shooting to death 19- 
year-old Taylor resident 
Steven James Taylor on J an. 26 
of this year. 

The incident occurred at 
the defendant’s home on First 
Street at approximately 7:20 
p.m., according to Wayne Po- 
lice Chief John Colligan. 

“We received a call at 7:20 


p.m. on a dead body found in a 
basement on the 4000 block of 
First Street,” Colligan said. 
“Officers responded to the 
area and found a 19 year-old 
white male who had one gun- 
shot wound to the chest.” 

The victim had apparently 
arrived at the Wayne home as 
a visitor at approximately 6 
p.m. Jan. 26, according to Col- 
ligan. 

“There were only two peo- 
ple in the home at the time of 
the incident,” Colligan said. 

Brandenburg was arraigned 
Jan. 29 in an out county court. 
If the defendant is found guilty 
of second-degree murder, he 
could receive up to life in 
prison for the felony offense.

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Council rejects park project

Democracy was at its best 
last week when residents in 
Wayne voiced their objections 
to council members who were 
considering the sale of park 
land for housing development. 

Council members voted a 
resounding "no” to continue 
discussions on the park issue 
after hearing arguments fYom 
residents who were opposed to 
the sale of even a foot of park 
land claiming it would be haz- 
ardous to the quality of family 
life in Wayne. 

Wayne Mayor Ken Warfield 
elected to move the regular 
City' Council meeting last week 
from City Hall to the Wayne 
Community' Center in order to 
facilitate the more than 80 res- 
idents who were waiting to 
voice their objections. 

Warfield opened the meet- 
ing by informing residents that 
the park issue was never an 
agenda item for the council to 
approve or disapprove. It was 
merely an idea generated by 
City Manager John Zech as a 
means to improve the housing 
situation in Wayne. 

“One of the city manager's 
duties is to bring innovative 
ideas to the council,” Warfield 
said. “I think we owe him that 
professional courtesy.” 

Zech presented an idea for 
the development of single- 
family homes in five park 
areas: west end of Forest Park; 
north end of Rotary play- 
ground; south end of Taft play- 
ground; and a parcel on 
Merriman Road north of 
Pierce Street. 

Zech previously informed 
the council members that a to- 
tal of 13 lots would be consid- 
ered for development. 

Wayne resident Dennis 
White said he was against any 
area of Rotary Park being sold. 

“We don’t want the park 
taken away from the kids,” 
White said. “We don’t want the 
park subsidized. If the city 
won’t cut grass, we’ll cut it.” 

Resident Karen Maldonato, 
who recently purchased a 


home near Forest Park, said 
she based her move on having 
a playground near her home. 

“1 have three kids who use 
the park on a daily basis,” Mal- 
donato said. “We support our 
neighborhood parks. We don’t 
want them taken away.” 

The plan never included 
any removal of the parks. Zech 
suggested taking only small 
areas to build single-family 
homes. 

“As far as Rotary Park is 
concerned, that area where 
you are talking about is where 
children play softball and 
baseball and where hand- 
icapped children go. If you 
want to build homes finishing 
the circle in that area, that’s 
the area where you’ll be talk 
ing away from the children,” 
an angry resident said. 

One resident stated he 


wanted the parks to remain as 
they are so children have a 
place to stay out of trouble. 

A Wayne mother informed 
council members her son told 
her, “If they destroy my park, 
they’ll have to destroy me 
first.” 

Warfield said he would like 
to set up a “Friends of the 
Parks” organization that 
would be similar to Friends of 
the Library as a means to pre- 
serve the parks. Residents 
were asked to sign up after the 
meeting if they were inter- 
ested in joining the organiza- 
tion. 

“I just want to say that I’m 
glad this article came out,” a 
resident said. “Without it we 
wouldn’t be here tonight, and 
you wouldn’t hear our out- 
cries.”

John Glenn High School As- 
sistant Principal Michael Her 
man Bartley, who is accused of 
stealing $55 from the high 
school office safe after hours, 
is scheduled for a preliminary 
examination on the charge of 
larceny from a building Thurs- 
day in Westland 18th District 
Court. 

Bartley, a 39-year-old De- 
troit resident, has been em 
ployed with the Wayne- 
Westland School District since 
his departure as assistant 
principal from a Detroit Pub- 
lic middle school, according to 
district Administrative Assis- 
tant Gary Dell. Bartley was 
“relieved of his duties” at the 


high school following the dis- 
covery' of the alleged crime on 
video tape. 

Prior to being hired in the 
Wayne- Westland district Bar- 
tley resigned from his position 
at Cerveny Middle School in 
Detroit after being suspended 
when a written complaint was 
filed against him for allegedly 
using excessive force against a 
student. According to Detroit 
School officials, Bartley did 
not request a tenure hearing 
and was suspended from his 
position by the Detroit School 
Board. He submitted his resig- 
nation Sept. 13, 1993. 

According to Wayne- 
Westland School Board Presi- 
dent Francis Winter, Wayne- 
Westland Superintendent of 
Schools Dr. Larry Thomas noti- 


fied school board members 
that Bartley had been sus- 
pended from the Detroit 
school, but assured them Bar- 
tley was a good candidate for 
the district position. 

“We were told he was sus- 
pended for restraining a stu- 
dent in the office. We didn’t 
think it was a problem at the 
time,” Thomas said. “All his 
references checked out.” 

“I said ... it’s not in our best 
interest to hije a person that 


has been suspended from an- 
other district. He also was not 
certified as a secondary 
teacher,” Winter said. 

Winter said Bartley was 
later certified, but added that 
he told Thomas that, “a cloud 
would be over Mr. Bartley 
when he came to the district,” 
because of the suspension. 

Bartley was reportedly sus- 
pended for one week without 
pay recently by the school 
board when he failed to ap- 


pear for work and did not 
phone or notify the adminis- 
tration of his absence. 

Bartley, who was released 
on a $5,000 personal condi- 
tional bond after his arraign- 
ment in 18th District Court last 
week, is not allowed to return 
to the school while under sus- 
pension by the district. 

According to Westland po- 
lice Sgt. Terry Donohue, police 
installed a video surveillance 
camera inside the safe, follow- 
ing two months of reported 
thefts totaling $2,300. 

The tape revealed that 
sometime after 11:15 p.m. June 
7 and before 8 a.m. June 8, the 
defendant had taken funds 
from the safe, Donohue said. 
When an office worker came in 
the following morning, it was 


discovered that $55 was miss- 
ing. 

Bartley, who earned $47,556 
since being hired in Septem- 
ber, was denied his request for 
a court appointed attorney by 
18th District Judge C. Charles 
Bokos. 

“I don’t think you qualify,” 
Bokos said. 

If convicted of the felony, 
Bartley could be sentenced to 
a maximum of four years in 
prison and/or a $2,000 fine. He 
is scheduled for preliminary 
examination in 18th District 
Court on the charges June 16. 

According to Dell, school of- 
ficials are continuing their in- 
vestigation of the alleged 
crime as well. 

Thomas could not be 
reached for comment.

Comparing to 
that to other refugees from war 
and persecution, such as Viet 
naiuese Cubans and others. 


who came by the millions, the 
Bosnians that have arrived are 
not going to affect any popula- 
tion or labor statistics. As a 
matter of fact, many of them 
are here on tourist visas only, 
and as soon as the war is over, 
they are going back. 

But while here, they do 
need your help. Some of them 
are not allowed to work be- 
cause of their emigration sta- 
tus, some have been wounded 
and unable to work, and some, 
because of the language bar- 
riers and training have not 
found adequate employment. 
None of these people want to 
be a burden to anyone and the 
Bosnian community would 
support them while they are 
here, except that the Bosnian 
“community” in Michigan con- 
sisted of less than 30 people 
before the war, obviously not 
large enough to support the 
few hundred refugees and 
wounded people who came to 
Michigan. 

Because of that, the Bosnian 
community is turning to you 
for help. Several of the items 
urgently needed are: 

1) Food. Any basic food, 
such as flour, cooking oil, rice, 
sugar, etc. 

2) Cars. If anyone is plan- 
ning to donate a car, we can 
use several. The cars are 
needed to transport the 
wounded to different medical 
facilities 

3) Storage facility. Use of a 
warehouse or some other stor 
age facility where we could 
store donated furniture and 
other house items that will 
hopefully be donated and dis- 
tributed to the needy refugees. 

4) Furniture, appliances, 
electronic items, bicycles, toys, 
etc., can also be used. 

5) Those Bosnians who are 
allowed to work need help in 
finding employment. Many of 
these people are highly skilled 
and all of them are highly mo- 
tivated and hard working indi- 
viduals. 

6) Money, to help with the 
housing expenses.

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Court 

hearing 

delayed

The June 8 preliminary ex- 
amination for a Wayne man 
charged with drug trafficking 
and possession with intent to 
deliver cocaine in excess of 50 
grams has been postponed to 
June 22 before 29th District 
Court Judge Carolyn Arch- 
bold. 

Jonathon Baker, 33, was ar- 
rested by Wayne police as a re- 
sult of an undercover police 
operation. 

Steven Bullock, attorney for 
the defendant, indicated to 
Archbold that Wayne police 
had an extensive investigation 
file on his client and that addi- 
tional time was necessary to 
properly prepare for the pre- 
liminary examination. 

Archbold ordered the 
Wayne Police Department to 
turn over their file to Bullock 
and granted his request for a 
postponement. Following the 
hearing, Bullock stated that 
two search warrants were exe- 
cuted by the police and that 
“we are going to look very 
closely at the legality of those 
searches,” 

Baker was arraigned in an 
out-county court May 28, ac- 
cording to Wayne Police Lt. 
Mel Drews. 

Police seized approx- 
imately $70,000 worth of drugs 
from the defendant’s Park Hill 
apartment in Wayne. Upon en- 
try, officers also found nu- 
merous electronic items and 
jewelry which is suspected to 
have been stolen.” 

Drew's said the defendant is 
also a parole violator. He was 
allegedly running a business 
in Inkster and in this area. 

Drews said if the defendant 
is found guilty of drug traffick- 
ing and possession with intent 
to deliver, he could receive up 
to 20 years in prison.

A $400 gold necklace could 
mean up to life in prison for a 
20-year-old Inkster man who 
was arraigned in Westland 
18th District Court on charges 
of armed robbery and felony 
firearms. 

James Eric Greenwood is 
being held on a $25,000 cash 
bond pending his June 16 pre- 
liminary examination in 18th 
District Court. Following the 
determination of Greenwood’s 
bond set by Judge C. Charles 
Bokos, Greenwood said, “I 
didn’t have a gun,” and a fam 
ily member asked that the de- 
fendant receive a personal 
bond, allowing him to remain 
free until trial.

The alleged robbery oc- 
curred when a 19-year-old stu- 
dent was entering her vehicle 
parked just outside the Will-

Marquette Road in Westland, 
according to Westland police. 

The Wayne woman, along 
with two Westland men, were 
walking from the technical 
center to the victim’s vehicle 
in the southeast corner of the 
parking lot around 10:45 a.m. 
on May 23, when the perpetra- 
tor approached and began 
talking to the woman, police 
said. 

The alleged robber asked 
the woman for her phone nu- 
mber and if she would like to 
go out on a date. The victim 
told the attacker to “leave her 
alone” and refused to give the 
man her phone number, police 
said. 

The two Westland men en- 
tered the victim’s vehicle and 
the woman got in the driver’s 
seat.

Authorities 
warn of fake 
federal agents 

Warm weather brings out all 
kinds of con artists and scams, 
including individuals posing 
as employees of the Internal 
Revenue Service (IRS). 

“Every year, we get reports 
of individuals impersonating 
IRS employees,” said Cor- 
nelius Jackson, inspector-in- 
charge of the Internal Reve- 
nue Service Internal Security 
Division in Detroit.

Every IRS employee who 
makes contact with the public 
is required to carry distinctive 
identification and must show 
this when conducting official 
business. “Generally, people 
who owe money to the IRS will 
receive written notification 
before being contacted in per- 
son,” Jackson said. He also em- 
phasized that individuals 
should always ask to see cre- 
dentials of anyone claiming to 
represent the IRS.

County commissioner on hand for unveiling 
or re-employment act in Washington, D.C. 


Vice-Chair of the Wayne 
County Commission Kay Beard 
^long with Detroit Mayor De- 
nnis Archer and Father Will- 
iam Cunningham of Focus 
Hope were on-hand at the 
White House recently when 
President Bill Clinton un- 
veiled his proposed Re- 
employment Act prior to send- 
ing it to Congress. 

As Chair of the Employment 
Steering Committee for the 
National Association of Coun- 
ties (NACo), Beard has met 
with the President several 
times in the past year. 

The Re-employment Act 


would provide displaced 
workers with up to two years of 
training and income payments 
on a first-come, first-serve 
basis. Assistance would be 
available to workers who leave 
jobs for whatever reasons. 

The Act is the President’s 
employment and training ini- 
tiative which aims to carry out 
Clinton’s workforce invest- 
ment strategy by emphasizing 
re-employment instead of un- 
employment assistance. 

“We agree with the goals, 
but we were not ready to sup- 
port the total bill without some 
changes,’’ Beard said. 


One of those changes Beard 
and other members of NACo 
hope to see implemented is 
continued existence of local 
governance, rather than trans 
ferring it to the state level. 

“We feel very strongly that 
where we have the liability, we' 
should also have the oversight 
of local programs,” Beard ad- 
ded. 

Five reasons why NACo 
could not fully support the bill 
are: fractured delivery of ser- 
vices at the local level, holding 
local elected officials account- 
able for negative financial and 
program results without giving 


them the ability to administer 
the programs, the group wants 
client intake, assessment and 
referral to training and pro- 
grams determined locally, op- 
poses governors deciding who 
will provide delivery of ser- 
vices at the local level and the 
elimination of local job train- 
ing service areas with popula- 
tions less than 200,000. 

Beard also had the oppor- 
tunity to introduce Labor Sec- 
retary Robert Reich at the 
NACo conference. 

Approximately 2,000 county 
officials were in attendance.

Bench trial set for 
man charged in 
wife’s injuries

A Detroit Recorder’s Court 
judge will determine whether 
39-year-old Westland resident 
John Francis McCarthy, Jr. 
caused his wife to be thrown 
from the van he was driving in 
early October 1993. 

McCarthy, who was released 
on a $5,000 personal bond, is 
scheduled for an Oct 17 bench 
trial before Recorder’s Judge 
William Cahalan on charges of 
leaving the scene of a personal 
injury accident. 

According to testimony 
taken during preliminary ex- 
amination in Westland 18th 
District Court, the defendant’s 
wife, Darcie McCarthy, was 
hanging on the side of the van 
her husband was driving when 
he stopped the vehicle, caus- 
ing her to be thrown to the 
road. 

According to Dr. Christo- 
pher Doig, an internal medi- 
cine specialist at Garden City 
Hospital, Darcie McCarthy suf- 
fered a closed head injury and 
was semi-comatose for several 
days following the accident. 

“The injury rendered the 
cortex part of the brain, which 
does the thinking, non- 
functional. Her prognosis was 
poor,” Doig testified. 

Despite a police statement 
from McCarthy allegedly ad- 
mitting he stopped to get his 
wife off the van and then fled 
the scene, the victim testified 
that she still lived with her 
husband and did not want him 
to be charged with the crime. 

A next-door neighbor of the 
couple, who lives on the 30600 
block of Geraldine Street, tes- 
tified that she heard arguing 
around 8:50 p.m. Oct. 2 and 
then squealing of tires. 

“I went to the door and 
looked out. I saw (McCarthy’s) 
van going down the street with 
Darcie standing on the side- 
board of the van hanging on 
the passenger side mirror,” the 
woman testified. 

The neighbor testified that 
the van was traveling west on 
Geraldine when it came to a 
stop and continued on.

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Stalker banned from return to state by judge

A 43-year old Garden City 
man, who is charged with 
stalking his ex girlfriend at 
her Westland home on five 
separate occasions, was sen- 
tenced to two years non-re- 
porting probation by Westland 
18th District Court Judge C. 
Charles Bokos. 

Larry James Grossman, who 
is charged with two counts of 
state misdemeanor stalking, 
one count of malicious de- 
struction of property', two city 
misdemeanor charges and a 


simple assault, was also sen- 
tenced to 111 days in jail with 
credit for 111 days served. 

The charges of malicious 
destruction and simple assault 
were dismissed when Gross- 
man pleaded guilty to the four 
stalking charges. The state 
charges were punishable up to 
one year in prison and Gross- 
man could have been sen- 
tenced to up to 90 days in jail 
on the city charges. 

Grossman was released to 
the custody of his brother to be 
transported directly to the 
Cleveland University Clinic 


New law protects 
stalking victims

Historically, targets of ha- 
rassment were victimized by 
both their assailant and the le- 
gal system, but times have 
changed, according to Canton 
Township Police Community 
Relations Officer relations of- 
ficer, Tammie Colling. Local 
law officials have cited an in- 
crease in harassment charges, 
under the recent state anti- 
stalking laws. 

“The laws kicked in Jan. 1, 
1993," she said. “Now stalking 
is taken much more seriously, 
it’s receiving more publicity 
and more people are using it 
(the law).” 

The laws were established 
to protect all stalking victims, 
not just celebrities, who have 
received the most attention as 
victims. Legislators cited sta- 
tistics proving one out of 20 
adults will be stalked in their 
lifetime and 1/3 of woman in 
domestic violence shelters are 
victims of stalking. Law 
makers believe stalking is usu- 
ally proceeded by a broken ro- 
mantic relationship, either 
within or outside marriage. 

“The new laws are designed 
to help stalking victims re- 
claim their private lives and 
will help protect thousands of 
individuals from the unwanted 
attentions of a stalker,” said 
State Representative Deborah 
Whyman (Canton Township -R). 
“With these laws on the books, 
many innocent people will be 
protected from stalkers before 
the worst happens.” 

Assailants could be charged 
under the stalking laws if they 
repeatedly: 

• Followed or appeared 
within the sight of an 
individual 

• Approached or confronted 
an individual in a public or 
private place 

• Appeared at the work 
place or residence of an 
individual 

• Entered or remained on 
an individual’s property 

• Contacted the individual 


by telephone 

• Sent mail or electronic 
mail to the individual 

Stalking is a misdemeanor 
offense punishable by up to 
one year in prison, $1,000 in 
fines and five years probation. 

When a convicted stalker vi- 
olates probation, threatens to 
kill or physically harm an indi- 
vidual or violates a restraining 
order, they are charged with 
aggravated stalking and are 
subject to up to five years in 
prison, up to $10,000 in fines 
and probation lasting more 
than five years. 

Just as anyone can become 
a victim of stalking, anyone 
can become a stalker said the 
Michigan Women’s Commis- 
sion Stalkers oftentimes talk 
about undying love, weapons, 
death, killing themselves, dan- 
gerous religious practices or a 
common destiny with the vic- 
tim. These people generally 
have a great interest in the me- 
dia, are unable to develop 
meaningful relationships or 
establish an identity. 

People who believe they are 
a victim of stalking are encour- 
aged to contact their local po- 
lice department, whether or 
not they plan to file formal 
charges. 

Legislators also encourage 
individuals to collect basic in- 
formation about the stalker 
like taped conversations, let- 
ters, times and places. 

Finally, victims must exer- 
cise their legal right by taking 
out an anti-stalking order at 
the circuit court. This order 
states that the stalker is to 
have no contact with the vic- 
tim. If violated, criminal pen- 
alties will follow. 

Whyman suggests every vic- 
tim proceed through these 
steps with the support of a 
friend or loved one. 

“Tell someone you trust- 
your spouse, a family member, 
a close friend or a qualified 
professional. You need emo- 
tional support,” she said.

for psychiatric treatment. 
Upon his release, Grossman is 
to reside in Illinois. In order to 
visit Michigan, Grossman must 
notify the court probation de- 
partment and he is not permit- 
ted to have any contact with 
the complainant as a condition 
of his probation. 

Grossman spoke in his own 
defense during the pre-trial 
admitting to having a psycho- 
logical illness his whole life, 
but adding that he felt he 
could take care of himself with 


the proper medication. 

However, Bokos disagreed, 
“I would rather err on the side 
of protecting the innocent. The 
complainant has dreaded fear 
of him,” Bokos said. “This kind 
of offense scares me to death.” 

Grossman was originally re- 
leased on a $1,500/10 percent 
conditional bond, stipulating 
he have no contact with the 44 
year-old complainant, and was 
scheduled to appear in 18th 
District Court on Feb. 10. How- 
ever, he did not appear in 
court and a warrant was issued 


for his arrest. 

Before he was picked up for 
the bond violation. Grossman 
was arrested for stalking the 
same woman again. Westland 
police Sgt. Tim Speir said. At 
that time, Grossman told the 
court, he had already been 
sent to three separate psychi- 
atric hospitals for evaluation 
and did not have a mental 
problem. 

As Grossman left the court- 
room to return to lockup, he 
turned to the alleged victim 
and mouthed, “I love you” 
three times. 

The defendant was charged 
with the state stalking charges 
after committing five offenses 
against the same woman from 
October to December 1993. Al- 
though each incident was re- 
ported to police, Speir said, 
Grossman was believed to be 
mentally unstable and placed 


in a mental health facility each 
time. 

One of the more serious i 
cidents occmsjpd on Oct. 29. 
1993 when the perpetrator al- 
legedly kicked in the front 
door of the victim’s home and 
then the victim’s bedroom 
door where she was hiding 
from the assailant, Speir said. 

The woman was able to 
make her way past the man 
and was being chased out of 
the home by Grossman when 
police arrive^Speir said. 

The womarctold police she 
dated Grossman a short period 
of time and that he has beep 
harassing her since the 
breakup, making threatening 
phone calls and visiting her 
home, police said. She told po- 
lice Grossman has threatened 
to kill her ex-husband and that' 
she is fearful when she sees or 
hears from him.

Final sentence issued in 
murder of area pair

Almost a year after the 
shooting and burning deaths of 
two Westland residents and 
two Gladwin County residents, 
all those responsible have 
been sentenced to prison 
terms. 

Paul Delbert Treece, 18, and 
Tammy LaCross, the 16-year- 
old daughter of one of the vic- 
tims, plea bargained tc the 
lesser charges of armed rob- 
bery and felony firearms and 
were sentenced to serve not 
less than six years nor more 
than 17 years in prison. La- 
Cross, who was sentenced as 
an adult, and Treece received 
a mandatory two years in 
prison on the firearms charges 
and four to 15 years in prison 
for the robbery charges. Both 
were originally charged with 
four counts of open murder, 
armed robbery, felony fire- 
arms and arson in the August 
1993 incident. 

Their partners in crime, 
Charles Loran Treece, 20, and 
Michael David Elliott, 20, were 


found guilty of four counts of 
first-degree premeditated fel- 
ony murder, armed robbery, 
breaking and entering with in- 
tent to commit larceny, arson 
and felony firearms after jury 
trials in Gladwin County Cir- 
cuit Court. These two defen- 
dants were sentenced on each 
of the separate counts with a 
total prison term of five life 
sentences plus additional 
years in prison. 

All four were convicted in 
connection with the deaths of 
Westland residents Kathy 
Rose-Lane, 38, Bruce Tufhell, 
33, and Gladwin County resi- 
dents Vicky Sue Currie, 39, the 
mother of LaCross who lived 
with Tufnell’s cousin Mike 
Tufnell, 39, in the Bentley 


Township home where the vic- 
tim’s bodies were found shot 
and burned. 

Mr. Tufnell and Mrs. Lane 
arrived at Mike Tufnell’s home 
during the evening hours of 
Aug. 6, 1993 en route to a fam- 
ily reunion in Harrison, Mich., 
according to Carol Gillentine, 
a Westland neighbor and 
ft-iend of the deceased. 

The fire was discovered by 
police at 7:11 a.m. the next 
morning, but due to the sever- 
ity of the blaze, officials could 
not enter the home until late 
that evening, Gladwin County 
Sheriff Michael Hargrave said. 

The four victims were found 
shot and burned to death in 
what police believed to be a 
drug-related shooting, Harg- 
rave said.
